This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: different second biodegradable polymers. The species are independent or 
distinct because the chemical structure, chemical properties, and physical properties of 
the different claimed polymers are different. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, at least claims 1 and 15 are generic. 

Applicant must elect one second biodegradable polymer from those listed in the 
claims. Applicant may elect either: 

1) an alkyl polyester wax, as claimed in claim 9, or, 

2) poly(monostearoyl glycerol-co-succinate), as claime in claim 10. 
Applicant must make one election for the second polymer, and one election for 

the third polymer for the response to this requirement to be complete.
